Star-Transcript of Paris, Ontario: On 
Tuesday Thomas Elmes, J. P., of Princeton, 
started on an excursion to British Columbia. 
He intends calling at Rainy river district, 
Winnipes, Brandon, Regina, Indian Head, 
Calgary, etc., to see the country = sur- 
rounding these places and report as he finds 
them in the flowery month of June, and see 
results of seed grains he has sent to these 
different points from his experimental seed 
farm. 

J, A. Mitcnen. Indian agent at Saddle 
lake arrived on Thursday to procure lumber 
for the Indian department at Whitefish lake. 
The lumber will be rafted to Victeria by 
Whitefish lake Indians and freighted from 
there to the lake. All the work 1s bein 
done within the Indian department itself. 
The mill will be ready this coming fall and 
will be run by a twelve horse thresher engine 
belonging tothe Saddle lake agency which 
arrived last fall. Crops look remarkably 
good at Whitefish lake, they are a little 
shorter at Saddle lake and shorter still at 
Victoria, but all look well considering the 
little rain that has fallen this spring. 

TuosE who planted potatoes early and find 
that they have not yet appeared above 
ground woul@ do wellto examine the seed 
putin, Ina number of cases in which seed 
was planted early in the season immediately 
after being freshly cut, it has been found 
that the soil which remained dry for weeks 
after the potatoes were planted has suched 
the moisture from the potatge and either 
partly or altoyether ruined it for growth, 

Vhere the seed was kept fora few days, 
until the cut surface healed over, before 
being planted, or where whole potatoes were 
put in, or where the ground was damp at 
the time of planting, the potates are doing 
well enough; but where freshly cut potatoes 
have been planted indry ground and have 
lain there during a long continued spell of 
drv wcather it has been found advisable to 
replant. When this has to be done it is well 
to use whole potatoes as they will start 
sooner and yrow more vigorously than cut

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THE EXCURSIONISTS. 


Thos. Elmes of Princeton, Brant, and J. L. 
Mitchell of Thornbury, a Ontario, arriv- 
ed on Monday’s stage. nese gentlemen 
were members of the Ontario farmers’ 
excursion which arrived at Calgary on the 
10th and had through the y of P. G. 
Gray availed themselves of the invitation of 
the Edmonton board of trade to visit this 
district, with a view to forming an opinion 
as to the advantages which it offers as a field 
for settlement compared with other parts of 
the Northwest visited. On arrival by stage 
early on Monday forenoon they were driven 
49 the house of J. Camerou, of A. Macdonald 
& Co., whose guests they were during their 
stay. In the afternoon Messrs. Cameron ana 
J. A. McDougall drove them out to the 
Sturgeon settlement where they saw W. 
Cust’s Cut Bank Lake farm, and the farms 
of Messre. Nicolson, Long, Craig, and 
Sutherland, before returning to town. On 
Tuesday A. Osborne drove them to 
Fort Saskatchewan on the south side 
through Clover Bar settlement returning on 
the north side through the Little Mountain 
settlement. At Fort Saskatchewan they 
were entertained by Messrs. F. Fraser 
Tims and A. Lang, who showed 
them the advantages of that locality. 
On Wednesday ferenoon they inspected the 
several places of business in town,the Kdmon- 
ton public school, D. Ross’ coal mine and 
arden, Messrs. Henderson and Knowles’ 
Fives of bees, and other matters of interest, 
and in the afternoon were driven to St. 
Albert by E. Carey wf Norris & Carey, where 
they were much pleased with the appearance 
of the country and its advantages for settle- 
ment. On Wednesday evening the citizens 
to the number of forty or fifty assembled in 
Stewart & Bannerman’s building to hear the 
impressions of the district that the two 
gentlemen had formed during their visit. 
C. H.Connon having consented to take the 
chair called upon 
Mr. Elmes who said that he was 
no orator and after eight days hard 
travel wastoo tire? to makea very great 
speech. To explain why they were here: 
The people of Calgary were deeply interested 
in the excursionists and after their arrival 
there a meeting was held to hear their views. 
After the meeting Mr. Gray tendered the 
invitation of the Edmonton people te those 
who desired to avail themselves of it. On 
the following morning several of the excur- 
sionists, among whom were a number of 
Germans, asked Mr. Elmes to come. He at 
tirst refused as his tins was limited, but at 
last yielded. He would not describe the 
journey from Calgary and Edmonton further 
than to say that they did not fall in love 
with the prvi A but when they come to the 
brow of the hill on the south side of the 
river and caught a first glimpse of the town 
and surroundings ne thought it was one of 
the finest sights he had everseen. The 
reason 80 many people came on these 
excursions was that they were over-crowded 
inthe east. The price of produce had been 
reduced by competition from the cheap and 
rich lands of the west. A very large pro- 
rtion of farms throughout Ontario were 
1eavily mortgaged and a very large propor- 
tion of the farmers were on rented farms. 
A tenant of his paid him $4 an acrea year 
for a 100 acre farm, but ise would be obliged 
to reduce the rent. Tiese renting farmers 
wanted to get land of their own. Also there 
were many farmers’ sons who wanted to 
k1ow about the west, but they had not the 
mone) to cone, and eo were compelled to 
wait and hear what others who could come 
should teli. He would tell them that here 
was one of the most fertile soils he ever saw. 
He had travelled ao great deal over the con- 
tinent of North Ameriea and he had seen 
none more rich, The Ontario people did 
not like the open prairie. Many would like to 
come West and get cheap farma, but they did 
not like the Sea of always looking into 
nothingness. He thought thie was the very 
place that would suit the ideas of Ontario 
farmers, Before coming he had gut the idea 
that this was the jumping off place. Before 
leaving Ontario they had frost that out 
the fruit and grain. As they passed Wiuni. 
% they had frost there, they had frost at 
‘ortage la Prairie, it was worse at Brandon, 
bad at indian Head and at 
wild pes vine was out down, 
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the children shrewd aud well advanced. 
Before coming north he told Mr. Gray that 
whatever his opinion of the country was, 
» he would express it. 
The reply was that that was just what was 
wanted. He was now expressiug that 
opinion. He had found this a vast and 
fertile region capable of supporting an im- 
mense and prosperous Puilation. He 
would defy any one to-.trave along this river 
and not be filled with admiration. But with 
the many advantages there were drawbacks, 
The 200 miles from a railway was a serious 
one and there was too much grain on hand. 
But there would no doubt be a railway soon 
and when that came this district would be a 
little Fae aye On returning to Calgary he 
would do all in his pewer to induce his 
friends to come north and visit this district. 
On rturning to Ontario it had been ai . 
ed that he should deliver addresses remert: 
ing his trip. In deing 280 he would not for- 
get Edmonton and would advise farmers 
sons wanting land and renting farmers to 
come here. He intended to visit the place 
again atan early date accompanied by one 
or two of his sons. a 

Mr. Mitchell was then called on and said 
that Mr. Eimes had expressed his sentimente 
but Mr. Elmes had not mentioned what 
struck him forcibly that when the market 
for yrain became over-supplied the favilities 
for stock raising and dairying were excellent. 
On leaving Ontario he bad not ex to 
come here, but having come he found the 
elimate and soil all that he had expected. 
He would advise every man who desired to 
settle in the Northwest to give Edmonton a 
call before doing so. He intended to come 
seb again next spring and beceme a settler 

ere. 

The chairman spoke at some length men- 
tioning the various advantages of the 
district. 

Mr. Elmes asked for an explanation of the 
occurrence of frost in Ontario and other 
southern localities this season while at Ed- 
monton there was none. He went on to 
speak of the great overplus of bachelor 
farmers in this district and said the country 
could not pregress as it should under such 
circumstances. He advised these bachelors 
to go to Ontario and get wives, and the best 
place toge was to Paris, Brant County, 
where there was a great overplus of good 
looking girls. The C.P.R. gave a free 
ticket to the Northwest to such newly 
married couples. 

Messsrs. Taylor, Oliver and Ross spoke in 
reply to Mr. Elmes’ question and attributed 
the mildness of the climate sofar north to 
the influence of the Pacific ocean, 
the waters on whose east side, which 
affected theclimate here, being warm to a 
greater distance north than the waters of the 
Atlantic which affected theclimate of eastern 
Canada. 

Measrs. R. McKernan and W. Johnstone 
Walker spoke of the advantages offered by 
this district-to men desiring to start ona 
farm: with small capital. 

Mr. Elmes spoke of the advantage of a 
northern climate in retaining the fertility in 
the land. He had visited Virginia, once the 
richest of the states. and found it now the 
poerest, except Florida, which he also visit- 
ed. The land under cultivation had deter- 
iorated during the mild winters which are 
experienced there while in the north during 
a@great part ofthe year the frost in the 

round and ita covering of snow kept it from 
Tos 80. UOonsequentiy land in a northern 
climate will retain its fertility longer than 
in a southern climate, and only one crop is 
raised during the year in any case, so that 
the cold and snow of the northern winter is 
not altogether a disadvantage. He thanked 
the e¢ of Edmonton for the courtsey 
that had been extended to himself and Mr. 
Mitchell. 

A vote of thanks to P. Gray for his exer- 
tions in getting Mesars. Elwes and Mitchell 
to visit Edmonton was moved by J. A. 
Petrie and carried, as alsoa vote of thanks 
to the gentlemen themselves for their visit, 
moved by K. Strachan. The meeting then
